The laft words he fpoke, were in 
C Spanihh, to this effect: bere die J, Richard 
Greenvill, with a joyful and quiet mind,

His death was fincerely lamented even by 
his enemies, ftruck with fuch an example 
of true fortitude and heroifm. 

This viétory coft the Spaniards very 
dear; for the admiral of the fly-boats, and 
the Afcenfion of Seville, funk by the fide 

E of the Revenge, a third veffel, returninz 
to the road of St. Michael to refit, funk 
there, and a fourth was run afhore by the 
crew, to fave themfelves; and fo warmly 
had his handful of English ply’d their 
arms, that the Spaniards loft above 1000 
men. To the honour of old England, bé 

F it remarked, that this conqueft of the Re- 
venge was atchieved by 53 {ail of thips,moft 
of them larger than herfelf, and at leatt

An Account of BRIGHTHELMSTON. * 
From Dr. RELHAN’s Short Hiftory of 
that Town. 


HE town of Brighthelmfton, in E 

- Suffex, is fituated on the banks of 
the fea, at the bottom of a bay of the 
fame name, formed to the eaft by Beaghy- 
head, and by Worthing point to the weit. 
The bay is a bold and deep fhore, expofed 
to the open fea: From the banks or cliffs, 
a clean gravel runs to the fea, terminating F 
in ahard fand. ‘The town is Suilt gna 
rifing hill, with a fouth-eaft expofition ; 
defended towards the north by hills of 
eafy afcent; bounded on the weft by an 
extenfive corn-field, defcending gently 
from the downs to the banks of the fea, 


and leading to Shoreham; and on the GRoman province. And, laftly, the velti-

The prepofitus of the exphratores, 
whofe office was to difcover the ftate and 
motions of the enemy, and who was cer- 
tainly in this part of Suffex, could be no 
where more advantageoufly placed, than 
in the elevated fituations of the ftrong 
camps at Holingfbury and White-Hawke, 
commanding a moft extenfive view of the 
whole coaft from Beachy-head to the ifle 
of Wight. The form of this town is 
almoft a perfect fquare the ftreets are 
built at right angles to each other, and its 
fituation is, tothe fowth-eaft, the favourite 
one among the Romans.

Chemical and Metallurgical Qbfervations 


on Antimony, by William Redmond, 
M. D. 


HE volatility of antimony is no 

proof of its being mercurial, as doc- 

B tor Hoffman imagined, ‘‘ Comflat Antimo- 
nium, uti jam antea dium fuit, ex Sul- 
phure, quod a Sulphure vulgari non differt, 
& Subfiantia Mercuriali gravi, que dici- 
tur quoque Subfiantia regulina. Quod boc 
verum fit, patet ex e0, quia Antimonipm 
perjfectum exfurgit.” Its volatility depends 
C on its innate fulphur; fulphur is of force 
fufficient to volatilize theimperfe& metals, 
and lead efpecially, which it moft rapaci- 
oufly unites with, and renders hard, {picu- 
lated and fragile. Some imagine that the 
metal of antimony is /wi Generis, and that 
could the fulphur be attracted by any

Admiralty-Office. 

I$ majefty’s floop Jamaica, 
commanded by captain George 
Burdon, on the :4th initant, 
we on the coait of Portugal, fell 
Hy in with a French {now priva- 

1 Sh. teer, and a Row- boat, which 
latt was towing an Englifh brig. Captain 
Burdon gave chace to the fnow, which, after 
receiving fevera} fhot, ftruck to him, and 
proved to be the Francois, a privateer of eight 
guns and 61 men, and was returning to St. 
Maloes. He then ftond for the brig and row- 
boat, the Jatter of which efcaped, but: he re- 
took the former, being the Two Brothers of Ir- 
vine, bound to Oporto, part laden with coal, 
and has carried her and the privateer into Vigo. 

TvEspay, June 2. 

At one o'clock in the morning, it being high 
water, and the wind at north, the cafioun, 
belonging to the intended bridge at Blackfriars, 
floated. with the greateft eafe ; and was imme- 
diately conveyed to its proper moorings within 
the piles drove for that purpofe (fee p. 274.) 

WEDNESDAY, %

the cafe, we may expeé& very fhortly fome 
great events. 

Arid as ‘to the armies in Silefia, the laf ac- 
counts ‘of the fame date, are, that the king of 
Pruffia hath as yet made no motion of impor- 
tance, He hath only marched fome troops to- 
wards the hilly part of this province, and fent 
generat Goltz a freth reinforcement of five or 
fix battalions. As general Laudohn feems te 
be preparing to re-enter Silefia, the king's ar- 
my holds itfelf in readinefs to repair wherefo- 
ever circumftances may require, The Ruf- 
fians begin to appear on the frontiers of Silefiz. 
One body of them will probably endeavour to 
join the body of Auftrians under general Beth- 
Sous towards Neifs, The Auftrians in Lufatia, 
particularly thofe pofted near Zittau, make fre- 
quent incurfions into Silefia, where they live 
‘at diferetion, ahd extort monty, linnen, ftock- 
ings, thoes, &c, 

And, laitly, as to the Ruffians, the laft and 
bett accounts we have of them, are as follow, 
‘trom, 

Franckfoet upon the Oder, June 14. The 
Ruffian troops, under the command of count 
Tottleben, nave begun their operations in Po- 
merania. On the 7th, that general'came be- 
fore Belgard, and attacked it with great fury ; 
but though the Pruffiau garrifon there con- 
fifted only of one battalion, they made‘fuch z 
vigorous fefiftance, that, after h loft a 
great number of men, he found hi oblig- 
ed to retire, and give up ‘his undertaking. 
Since that time, fome “Ruffian detachm 
have appeared upoo the frontiers af the New 
Marche, and have even poffefied themietves' of 
Landfberg upon the Wartha; but the body of 
troops now under count Tottleben, ig not near 
fo ftrong as that which he commanded hé 
year, and it is computed that it does not excéed 
6000 men. Befides, by the poGtion of the 
king's troops in Pomerania, ‘aid the 
bou:howd or Glogau, we feem to hive nothing 
to fear from the enterprizes of the Ruffian 
army. — ' ‘
